The Biltmore Theatre, 261 W 47 St, 
was bought by David J Cogan, co-produc- 
er of A Raisin in the Sun, from Irving 
Maidman at a reported price of $850, 000. 
Since 1954 it has been leased to CBS TV 
and it will be available for theatre pro- 
ductions after the present lease expires 
in Feb 1960. Cogan plans to add four rows 
of seats to the balcony to expand the seat- 
ing capacity from 979 to 1120, Sales of 
several other midtown theatres continue 
to be rumored.

PROS & CONS BY TMK 


NY theatre-goers will officially welcome back yet 
another former legit playhouse from the TV works. This 
time the Biltmore on W 47 St has been rescued from a 
parking lot's fate and sold to producer David Cogan. The 
lack of spunk of the NY TV industry which rented legit 
playhouses on long term leases rather than build new 
eastern TV and film studios has backfired. The result 
has been the almost complete loss of the TV industry to 
the west coast and the return of a half dozen playhouses 
to the theatre. When the lease signing was at its peak, 
many large neighborh .d movie houses were also caught 
up in the TV studio sweep. As these also become avail- 
able, it is hoped that some might be converted into med- 
ium size Off-Broadway theatres, instead of grocery stores 
or bowling alleys.

Lillian Hellman is probably alone among current 
playwrights, who are not directors, who regularly checks 
the performance level of her current production, now 
Toys in the Attic . She told a World Telegram & Sun 
interviewer that she looks in on her play every three weeks. 
Many a Broadway director who collects his weekly royalty 
check is never seen again by the cast once the notices are 
filed, Replacements often never meet the original director. 
The organization of directors now being formed might con- 
sider the necessity of such checking as standard procedure 
in future contracts.

Theatre hungry New Yorkers, deserted by all but 
producers of Shakespeare in the summer, make up the 
bulk of the more than 2000 which are nightly turned away 
from the NY Shakespeare Festival's productions in Cen- 
tral Park. Though difficult to check it is unlikely that 
many who are ready to wait in line for 3 hours to sit 2 
hours on hard steel chairs are new recruits to the joys 
of theatre-going. An educated guess is that the majority 
are dedicated Off Broadway theatre fans who support all 
good, low priced productions, How many would still attend 
if even a nominal charge were made for the Joe Papp pro- 
duction is a topic that cannot be considered until some one 
does a little basic research, But it is evident once again 
that theatre in NY in summer can attract a huge audience, 


Every producer of a play which drew bad notices 
from the NY critics will readily agree with the suggestion 
that the drama reviewers be shifted to other arts to widen 
their background. And it is perfectly alright with most of 
these same producers if the current reviewers never get 
re-assigned back to drama,

WNTA Play of the Week season starts in NYC witha 
four hour production of The Iceman Cometh which is almost 
excuse enough to forgive some of the inept play choices of 
last season. While the season record was very high, the 
complaint that ‘t too often was merely an extension of many 
overdone Off Broadway revivals was difficult to answer. The 
same copyright problems that plague the ambitious summer 
theatre producer in the hunt for new and worthwhile scripts 
hamper the TV program's production of new, worthwhile fare. 
Too many authors would rather wait for a poor Broadway pro- 
duction of their brainchild than settle for either a professional 
summer presentation or even an all-star syndicated taped TV 
version,
